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Cotton Unchanged 
During Last Week 


Market Is Active But the 


Range of Prices Is 


Very Limited 


MEMPHIS.— (U. S. Dept. Agricul- 


ture)— The cotton market during the 
period July llth to 17th was fairly 
active with price fluctuations insignif- 
icant and quotations July 17th chang- 
ed but little compared With those of 
July 10th. Demand for spot cotton 
was said to have been only fair with 
sellers asking basis somewhat easier 
than that of the previous week. 


Some inquiries were said to have 


appeared from some centers for for- 
ward shipments. Average price mid- 
dling 7-8 inch in the ten markets uly 
17 was 8.G5c vompared with 8.78c July 
10 and 12.55c a year ago on corre- 
sponding day. Reported sales of spot 
cotton were a trifle larger in volume 
than those of previous week. 


According to the Weather Bureau 


for the week ending July 14 temper- 
atures were mostly above normal in 
.the cotton blct with beneficial rains 
in the east and much of the western 
area, especially in the northern two- 
thrids of Texas and in Oklahoma. 
Exports to July 17 amounted to about 
6,700,000 bales compared with 6,700,000 
a year ago. The apparent supply of 
American cotton in the United States 
on July 1 was about 7,100,000 bales, 
compared with 5,000,000 on same date 
last season. According to the Bureau 
of Census, domestic consumption for 
June amounted to 455,388 bales, or 10,- 
000 bales below May and 50,000 above 
June 1930. 


Total consumption for the 11 months 


ending June 30 amounted to 4,800,000 
bales against 5,700,000 for the corre- 
sponding period; last season. Accord- 
ing to the same source cotton on hand 
June 30th in consuming establish- 
ments amounted to 1,100,000 bales 
against 1,400,000 on June 30, 1930.

We have accom- 
plished something, in fact—that we 
have met, made a start and are de- 
termined t° go on."

Governor Gives New York 
City Optimistic View of 


1931 in Arkansas 


NEW YORK.— In a s&dly and de- 


pressed and dispirited world the State 
of Arkansas is an oasis of prosperity; 
the State's crops, which are now high- 
ly diversified, are prospectively ex- 
cellent, and the farmers will make 
money even if the price of cotton is 
10 cents a pound, So declared Gbv. 
Harvey Parnell of that State in a talk 
with a Sun reporter Last Tuesday. 


The governor, accompanied by Steve 


Garwood, vice-president o fthe Bank- 
ers Trust Company of Little Rock, 
Ark., was found a.t the Chase Nation- 
al Bank, where he was paying a so- 
cial call upon Charles S. McCain, its 
chairman. 


The Governor explained that he and 


Mr. Garwood were in town to make 
delivery to Halsey, Stuart & Co., of 
$15,000,000 of the State's highway 
aonds. "This about completes the 
State's highway program, 
and 
we 


won't have to issue any more bonds," 
e remarked. 
.Arkansas highways are now in ex- 


cellent condition and, thanks to the 
gasoline tax, which is drawn upon to 
jay for them, the taxpayers of the 
State are no longer burdened to the 
extent they were some years ago, said 
Governor Parnell. 


In adidtion to his optimistic state- 


ments upon general prosperity and the 
crops in Arkansas, Gov. Parnell told 
of improvement in the State's bank- 
ing situation. Out of 102 banks which 
failed in Arkansas, he said, 53 have 
since been reopened. The crop finan- 
cing facilities formerly afforded by 
the banks have been largely replaced 
by agricultural credit associations, of 
which there are now 63, with combin- 
ed capital of $1,500,000, provided by 
those who use and borrow from such 
associations. 


Mr. Garwood explained that the ag- 


ricultural credit associations have re- 
discounting facilities with the Fed- 
eral intermediate credit banks up to 
ten times their capital, which made 
available for the State credit up to 
$15,000,000. 
Incidentally, the Little 


Rock banker said, the cost of borrow- 
ing was reduced from something like 
10 per cent, under the old system to 
around 5 or 6 per cent today.

keen perspective of the cotton situa- 
tion. 


"Hester says" carries as much 


weight, if not more today, than it did 
a quarter of a century ago and his 
statistics are sought in all parts of the 
world wherever there is trading in 
cotton. 


Without foil for many years Hester 


has produced his reports on which cot- 
ton men -rely and he expects to con- 
tinue his reports for some time to 
come. 


Born November 18, 1846, Hester 


launched his career as a newspaper 
reporter 
handling business 
news. 


When the New Orleans cotton ex- 
change was organized in 1871 he was 
drafted as its secretary and has occu- 
pied that post since without inter- 
ruption.

New II, S Bureau Will Seek 


To Improve Farm Machinery 


WASHJNGTON.-(/P)-The applica- 


tion of scientific methods to irriga- 
tion, drainage, soil-erosion control and 
the production and use of farm me- 
chanical equipment and structures is 
now being studied by a new and in- 
dependent bureau in the department 
of agriculture. 


Tbe new bureau, which began func- 


tioning July 1, is known as the bu- 
reau pf agricultural engineering. 


The decision to elevate it from a 


mere division in the bureau of public 
roads to an individual identity with 
a chief in charge is credited to Pres- 
ident Hoover, whose personal exper- 
ience us an engineer was drawn upon 
to impress congress with the profes- 
sion's importance to modern agricul- 
ture. 


Secretary Hyde has named S. H. 


McCrory, an official of the depart- 
ment, for 24 years and former head of 
the engineering division, us cluef of $2,7,00,000,000. 


I he new bureau. The annual pppro- 
p-iation was increased from $159,500 
to $583,840. 


In announcing McCrory's selection, 


Hyde said il was hopH to make Ihe 
i.ew buicnu serve the needs of the 
family farm rather than the more 
spectacular mass-production farm. 


For the present activities will cen- 


ter on the development of machinery 
to combat crop pests, improvement of 
machinery for distributing fertilizer, 
studies of cotton ginning and soil ero- 
sion. 


Hyde credited a large part of the 


high efficiency of 
American farm 


methods to the rapid development of 
farm machinery, in which agricultural 
engineering has been istrumental.
